11 GERMANS AS 
ZONE DIRECTORS 


First To Organize Possible 
Forerunner Of Nation’s 
Peace Government 


B y T h e U n ite d F ree*. 
B E R L IN ’, Sept. 13— Russian oc 
eupation authorities have named 
an 11-man German cabinet to di 
rect peacetime economic rehabili 
tation of the entire Soviet zone 
thereby taking the first step to­ 
ward creation of a central German 
government since Adm. K a rl Doen 
itz’s 
surrender 
regime 
was 
dis 
solved 
more 
than 
four 
months 
ago. 
The l l directors, who w ill be 
subject 
to strict control 
of 
the 
Russian m ilitary command, 
were 
charged with restoration of indus­ 
try, 
agriculture, 
transportation, 
banking and other vital functions 
within the Soviet occupation zone, 
which 
includes 
virtually 
all 
of 
north-central Germany. 
The new government will have 
no 
authority 
in 
the 
American, 
British and French zones of occu­ 
pation, but it was apparent the 
Russians had established a poten­ 
tial “ embryo government" 
which 
might lead the restoration of Ger­ 
many’s peacetime life 
since 
the 
other areas are still under m ilitary 
government. 
The Russians established the l l 
“ verwaltungen"— authorities or di­ 
rectorates — under terms of the 
Potsdam declaration providing for 
creation of representative govern­ 
ments as soon as possible.
